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fe publish, this morning the rejoinder of 
"Silex" to our brief comments upon his first 
communica ion. It will be seen that he urges 
with characteristic ability that the Missouri com- 
promise was neither legally nor morally a com- 
pact, and, that the North enjoyed her fair share 
of the advantages of the compromise while it 
^gridured. His remarks under this last head are 
confessedly founded upon the conviction that 
our ''whole article" suggested the impression 
"that the South received all the advantages con- 
templated by the compromise, and the North 
none ," a conviction which we think wholly un- 
warranted by the terms of our article, and which 
we cer'ainly did not intend to produce in the 
mind of any one. What we intended to express 
was simply that when the Representatives of the 
South united actively in the repeal of the Mis- 
souri compromise the South had exhausted or 
nearly exhausted its supposed advantages to 
herself, and that the North was then about to 
enter most largely into their enjoyment. And 
this our able friend will no doubt cheerfully ad- 
mit. The South had secured Missouri and Ar- 
kansas; and the North, having secured Iowa, 
was about to secure Nebraska, Kansas, and 
in like manner — excepting in the two 
i the portions that lie south of the 
compromise line and east of the Mississippi re- 
spectively. So far from having any disposition 
to dwell invidiously upon this incontrovertible 
fact, we are by no means confident, indeed we 
can hardly believe, that it exercised a para- 
mount and controlling influence even with those 
Southern Representatives who participated in 
the repeal of the Missouri compromise. As- 
suredly it inspired nothing but indifference or 
repugnance to that scheme in the bosoms of the 
Southern people. But its coincidence with the 
measure of repeal w--s altogether too striking to 
escape t'.e wakeful suspicion of the North, and, 
Adei the circumstances, we think should be 
regretted by the South as at least extremely 
ambiguous and unfortunate. With this ex- 
planation, we cordially commend our corres- 
pondent's historical review to the attention of 
our readers. 

With regard to the legal character and bind- 
ing force of the Missouri compromise, we have 
now but a word to say. "Silex" is certainly 
correct in den) ing to that measure the legal 
qualities of a compact; and his remark", ad- 
dressed mainly to this point, are just and un- 
answerable. But, so far as we are aware, un- 
less perhaps in the loose parlance of the street, 
the Missouri compromise has never been es- 
teemed or styled a compact in any other than a 
moral sense; and in that sense we think it richly 
deserved all the respect it ever recehed and 
more. Upon this point our ingenious corres- 
pondent in not conclusive. He says: "The 
Missouri compromise was established by a law 
which its opponents knew they could repeal 
whenever they could obtain a majority in Con- 
gress. Until repealed, it was submitted to oy 
the South." Our friend, candid and impartial 
as is his nature, here allows himself, we fear, to 
think and speak as an ultra adversary of the 
compromise, with the passions and prejudices of 
jL past blazing brightly in bis bosom. We 
Wow his intense and chivalric devotion to the 
interests of the South, and we feel that it is 
small discredit to his fine judgment that it 
should occasionally yield to a passionate identi- 
fication with the sympathies and resentments 
of that section. Whether it has done so in the 
present instance or not, we respectfully submit 
to his reflection the opinion of a Southern man, 
expressed at the period of the enactment of the 
Missouri compromise, and invested with some- 
thing of the spirit which then peivad d the 
majorities of the representatives from both sec- 
tions of the nation and the masses of the whole 
country. We quote from Niles's Rigister of 
March 11, 1820, with the s.mple remark that 
the Register was by far the ablest and deserved- 
ly the most influential paper published in any 



to conciliation. We wish to see the compact 
kept in good faith, &c. 

We have been w nt to regard this as the spirit 
in which th- Missouri Compromise was actually 
conceived and established, and faithfully ob- 
served for more than thirty years, and, despite 
the skillful and powerful assault of our corres- 
pondent, we must so regard it still. 

It is very true, as our correspondent says, 
that when a Inwof Conges* is r,*s«ie,|, whether 
tt >.^a'u!.^ c , a compromise or not, those who 
pass it and all others know that it may be re- 
pealed whenever a majority can be obtained 
against it. but it is also true that a law, establish- 
ing through an important compromise the 
pacific ition of the country and understood to 
have been adopted from mutual concession for 
the salvation of the Union, should not be re- 
pealed except for reasons amounting to some- 
thing like an evident necessity. The very term 
"compromise," by which the law of 1820 was 
universally recognized and called at the time, and 
by which it has been known for between thirty 
and forty yars and is known still, implies a 
moral sanctity that should not be lightly disre- 
garded. Another compromise of surpassing im- 
portance was adopted in 1850, and, although the 
Senators and Representatives knew, and although 
the whole people of th« United Stale, knew, that 
each and all of the laws comprised in it might, 
like any other laws, be constitutionally repealed 
the very next year, there was and is a deep and 
pervading impression in the minds of all true pa- 
triots that the repeal would be a breach < f faith 
dangerous to the Union. Well, the Missouri 
compromise was adopted at even a more fearful 
crisis than tf.e compromise of 1850; it was ren- 
dered a holy thing to countless hearts by the 
virtue, the patriotism, and the matchless elo- 
quence of the mighty men who were most ac- 
tive in securing its adoption and by its benefi- 
cent and glorious influences in hushing that 
stormy sea of strife which had threatened to 
overwhelm the ark of our liberty; it was conse- 
cratfed by the acquiescence of the North, the 
South, the E?.st, and the West, throughout the 
lifetime of one generation and a large portion of 
the lifetime of another; and, all this being true, 
it certainly should not have been repealed last 
year for any such considerations as then exist- 
ed, especially as the whole atmosphere of the 
whole country was filled with warning voices, 
that the repeal would inevitably produce those 
tremendous evils which it has since produced— 
that it would, in short, endanger the entire fab- 
ric of our Government. 

"Silex" promises, in his next, to show, "that, 
from first to last," tha compromise "was repu- 
diated and violated by the North." If any per- 
son can show this, we have perfect faith in our 
correspondent's ability to doit. We assure him 
that our readers await his "next" with lively 
interest. 



The territory north of 36 deg. 30 min. is 
"forever" forbidden to be peopled with 
slaves, except in the State of Missouri. 
The right, then, to inhibit slavery in any 
of the Territories is clearly and completely ac- 
knowledged, and it is conditioned as to some of 
tbem, that, even when they become States, 
slavery shall be "forever" prohibited in them. 
There is uo hardship in this. The Territories 
belong to the United States, and the government 
may rightly prescribe the terms on which it will 
dispose of the public lands. This great point 
was agreed to in the Senate. 33 votes to 11; and 
in the House of Representatives by 134 to 42, 
or nearly 139 to 37. And we trust that it is de- 
termined "forever" in respect to the countries 
now subject to the legislation of the General 
Government It is true that the compromise is 
anly supported by he letter of the law, repeal - 
-4tle by the authority which enacted it; but the 
Circumstances of the case gite to this law a 
moral force equal to that of a positive provision 
of the constitution; and we do not hazard any-

THE REPEAL OF THE MISSOURI COMPROMISE — No. 1'. 

Gentlemen: You conclude your reply to my 
letter of the i7th inst. by asserting that you do 
not regard this discussion as "a matter of much 
current moment," and that "it concerns the 
welfare of the country more nearly at this cri 
sis to compose existing difficulties than to re- 
view dead ones." It may be true that the ad- 
justment of existing difficulties i« of far more 
importance than all other questions ronnected 
with the Missouri compromise, and I wish to 
•:<Te: .-uce s".^-e tions upon that subj ct before 
Closing ihl ne pondence. But how are we 
ta app.'^arr* flu ■ adjustment without fullv un- 
ierstai.dlbfc (!<-. crkp and nature of those" diffi- 
culties" li. , • who shut their eyes to the past 
will certainly prove blind to the luture. 

If the South has been guilty of such bad faith, 
such injury and wrong, as to justify the excite- 
ment prevailing in the North, reparation should 
be made. But if the Missouri compromise was 
established, not by an irrevocable compact, but 
by a law liable to repeal, and was adopted with 
a knowledge of that liability and of the strong 
though ineffectual opposition of the South; if it 
overthrew in the Territories the foundation ot 
republican government; if it excluded the South 
from vast territories to which she had equal 
rights with he North, -and gave her only a prom- 
ise to do what the North was previously clearly 
bound to do, and which the North failed to per- 
form notwithstanding the enormous considera- 
tion exacted; if it was a wrong to the South, 
force; upon her by the North; and if it has b- en 
violated and disregaided by the ftorth — then it 
ought to have been repealed; the North has no 
right to complain, and the South owes her no 
reparation. 

You replied to me with great ingenuity and 
eulogium. I shall answer you with facts: 

1st. The Missouri compromise was not a com- 
pact. In saying this, I do not rely upon tech- 
nicalities. It was not a compact either legallv 
or morally. You will admit that, in a legal 
sense, it was not a compact; that the members of 
Congress, if they had all united, had no authori- 
ty to make such a compact; that they could only 
enact a law, subject, like every other law, to be 
repealed. But you contend, that, morally, it 
was a compact, and as such entitled to "almost 
the same force as a positive provision of the 
Constitution of the United States." I contend 
that, viewed as a compact, it was a palpable vio- 
lation of a positive and highly important provi- 
sion of the Constitution, and entitled to no force 
whatever. 

One of the great objects of the framers of the 
Federal Constitution, and of the States that 
sanctioned it, was to protect each and every 
State against trie power of any and all other 
States Hence it is declared, that "no State 
shall enter into any treaty, alliance, or confede- 
ration" (art 1, sec. 10.) Both of the Senators 
from Virginia, and twelve out of fourteen of her 
Representatives, opposed the compromise to the 
last. O'her Southern States were represented 
by opponents of the compromise, whilst a ma- 
jority of the members of Congress from several 
Southern States voted for it. 

If the last mentioned States had entered into 
an express compact with the Northern States to 
exclude slavery from the Louisiana territory 
north of 36 deg. 30 min., the compact would not 
only have been void, but would nave been de- 
nounced from one end of the country to the oth- 
er, as a treasonable confederation, as an attempt 
by a majority of the States, in violation of the 
Constitution, to trample upon the rights of the 
Minority, The Missouri compromise was es- 
tablish d by a law which its opponents knew 
they could repeal whenever they could obtain a 
majority in Congress. Until repealed it was 
submitted to by the South. But if an attempt 
had been made to establish it by a compact be- 
tween the States, whose Representatives sus- 
tained it, it would not have been submitted to 
I therefore deny that it was acquiesced in by the 
South as a compact, and I protest against the 
at'empt to give it that character, when it is cer- 
tain that, if it had been made the subject of a 
compact, it would have been treasonable, and 
void, and spurneo by every patriot in the land 
whether North or South. 

2diy. You assert that the compromise "was 
fulfilled in practice by the North," and that 
"when its provisions promised to inure to 
the advantage of t. e North, it was repealed by 
- agency of a few of the Representatives of 
North and the m*ss of those of the South." 
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The inference from your whole article is, that 
the South received all the advantages contem- 
plated by the compromise, and the North none. 
Look at the facts. 

in 1803 Prance ceded to the United States the 
territory of Louisiana, embracing the country 
now comprised in the States of Louisiana, Ar- 
kansas, Missouri, and Iowa, and the territories 
of Kansas and Nebraska, and most of Minne- 
sota. 

After the acquisition of California and New 
Mexico, the North contended that Southerners 
could not hold slaves in those territories; that 
he law of Mexico did not recognize negro- 
slavery; that those territories came to us sub- 
ject to that law, and must remain subject there- 
to until Congress should repeal the MexicaD 
law and authorize slavery. 

According to that reasoning it is clear that 
Southerners had a right to hold slaves anywhere 
in the territory of L uisiana, because the law 
of France recognized slavery there, and the 
territory came to us subject to that law. 

But this is not all. The treaty of ces ion 
provided that "the inhabitants of the territory 
shall be incorporated in the Union of the United 
States and admitted as soon as possible, accord- 
ing to the principles of the Federal Constitu- 
tion, to the enjoyment of all righto, advantages, 
and immunities of citizens of the United States^ 
and in the meantime they shall be maintained 
and protected in the free enjoyment of their 
liberty, property, and the religion which they 
profess." 

At the date of the cession there were 1300 
slaves in the territory now belonging to 
Missouri. The owners of these slaves, and the 
slaveholders who subsequently settled in the 
territory upon the faith of the General Constitu- 
tion, of the French law recognising slavery, and 
which remained unrepealed, and of the treaty of 
cession, were unquestionably entitled to be ad- 
mitted into the Union upon terms of equality 
with the original States, the majo ity of which 
were slaveholding States when the Federal Con- 
stitution was adopted. If the territory had 
come to us as free territory, subject to a law 
prohibiting slaVery, and if slaveholders had 
occupied it in violation of that law, there might 
have been some ground for opposing their ad- 
mission, some basis for a compromise. But as 
matters stand there was no such ground, no 
such basis. 

Bv the ordinance of 1787, slavery was pr - 
hi bited in the "Northwest Territory," forming 
now the States of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois

had the same right to object to it, as the North 

had to object to the admission ef Missouri in 
1820. The South had the same right to say, 
"Ohio shall not be admitted, unless the residue 
of the Northwest Territory is relieved from the 
ordinance of 1787," as the North had to say, 
"Missouri shall not be admitted unless slavery 
is excluded from the residue of the Louisiana 
territory north of 36 deg. 30 min. 

It was under such circumstances, with such 
claims upon the country, with such rights, that 
the people of Missouri, at the session of 1818-19, 
appiied for admission into the Union. It was 
conceded that there were over 60,000 inhabi- 
tants in the territory. No objection was made 
on that score. 

But, upon the motion of a Northern man, by 
Northern votes, the bill for the admission of 
Missouri was amended in the House so as to re- 
quire the people of Missouri to adopt i» their 
State constitution a clause forever prohibiting 
slavery in tne State. This was called the "re- 
striction clause." The bill as amended passed 
the House and went into the Senate, but was 
not acted upon at that session. At the next ses- 
sion of 1819-'20 the application was renewed. 

The House, in opposition to the whole South- 
ern delegation, again inserted the "restriction 
clause." In the mean time, the Senate passed a 
bill for admitt ng Missouri without restriction 
or conditions upon the subject of slavery; that 
bill the House rejected. Afterwards, upon the 
motion of Judge Thomas, of Illinois, the Sen- 
ate adopted an amendment by which the "re- 
striction clause," prohibiting slavery in Missou- 
ri, was stricken out, and in lieu of it a clause 
was inserted prohibiting slavery in the residue of 
the Louisiana Territory north of 36 deg. 30 
min. The bill, thus amended, finally passed 
both houses. This is what has generally been 
called the Missouri compromise? What was 
the basi-. of it? 

The people of Mis?ouri were entitled to ad- 
mission upon terms of equality with the origi- 
nal States. No restriction was ever imposed, 
nor could be imposed, upon any of the original 
States in regard to slavery. The people of eve- 
ry State have a perfect right to regulate their 
domestic affairs to suit themselves. The at- 
tempt to impose such restriction upon the peo- 
ple of Missouri was a palpable violation of 
their rights. They had a right to be admitted 
without such restriction. The South had a 
right to demand, and did d-mand, that tney 
should be thus admitted. The North refused 
thus to admit them. Finally, a portion of the 
Southern members of Congress, in order to get 
rid of the restriction upon Missouri, voted 
with the North for excluding slavery from the 
residue of the Louisiana Territory north of 36 
deg. 30 min. Here, as in another notable in- 
stance, the North first denied to us 
tionable right, and then made the j 
cession of that right the basis and cc 
for excluding us from territory to which we 
had an equalright with the Noith. The North 
gave up the "restriction clause," which she had 
no more right to impose on Missouri than I have 
to take your purse, and in consideration therefor 
she forced the South to surrender Iowa, Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, and most of Minnesota — terri- 
tory six times as large as Arkansas, which was 
below the lin-. Nor was Arkansas exclusively 
appropriated to the >'outh, as the territory north 
of the line was to the North. The people of 
the North, whilst they forbade slaveholders to 
go north of the line, retained the same right with 
us o go south of it 

True, Arkansas was afterwards admitted as 
a slave State; but not under the compromise. 
The compromise act made no reference what- 
ever to the territory south of the line. It left 
our rights as to that territory precisely as it 
found them. If we h d no right to occupy 
Arkansas before the act, we had none after- 
wards. But, as has been already shown, slave- 
holders had a right to occupy Arkansas, and to 
be admitted into the Union after occupying it, 
independent o? the compromise ac*. If, how- 
ever, you insist that the North would not have 
consented to the admission of Arkansas as a 
slave State but for the compromise, i will not 
dispute the proposition; it onlv proves that the 
Northern members of Congress were as fanati- 
cal, as regardless of our rights, as unconcerned 
about the Union of these States, in 1836 as in 
1820. Moreover, if the South got Ark-insas by 
the compromise, the amount was balanced by 
the admission of Iowa as a free S'ate. It will 
not be disputed, that the compromise gave that 
State to the North. What then becomes of 
your assertion that the compromise was re- 
pealed "when about to enure to the advantage 
of f he North?" Again: From 1820 to 1854 the 
compromise act excluded slaveholders from 
Kansas, Nebraska, and Minnesota Territories 
large enough for half a dozen such States as Ken- 
tucky. Did it not during all that time enure 
to the advantage of the North? Was it of 
no advantage to the North that for 34 years she 
had the exclusive right to occupy those teirito« 
ries and to bring them in as States? The North 
got Iowa, and it was not our fault that she did 
not get more. The compromise act of March 
6, 1820, was strictly ob-yed and "fulfilled in 
practice" by the South In my next, I will un- 
derdertake to show that from first to last it was 
repudiated and violated by the North.

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Strawberries.— Everybody loves strawber- 
ries, and yet how little attention is paid to their 
culture, even by those who have an abundance 
of lend. We know of nothing among the choice 
fruits which yields so abundantly for the labor 
as the improved varieties of the strawberry; 
and, in their successful culture, there is nothing 
more intricate than there is in growing a patch 
of cabbages. For every day's labor properly 
applied to the planting and cultivation of tlie 
strawberry. one bushel of choice fruit inu> be 
obtained. We have grown, with no extra care, 
from a piece of ground but ten yards square, in 
a single season, four bushels of strawberries. 
Wc kept no account of the labor bestowed 
upon them, but we do not believe it exceeded 
three days in the year. Many persons, in the 
spring, with a good deal of enthusiasm procure 
the choicest va. ietiea of plants and pay the 
highest prices for them, put them out, and leave 
them without cultivation to be overrun with 
weeds for the remainder of the ssason, and, if 
the weather proves dry. their money and their 
labor are lost. 

The pre-ent season our market is but sparing- 
ly supplied with strawberries, and these are 
furnished by only a few of the most careful 
growers, who took the precaution to cultivate 
and protect their beds from the effects of the 
severe drought of last seascn, while the entire 
beds of a large- nimber in the vicinity, who pre- 
tend to grow them, were entirely burned up. 
Some fine specimens of the more hardy varie- 
ties have been exhibited upon the Horticultural 
Society's tables, but we do not remember to have 
seen among them a single dish of the Burr's 
>>ew Pine, the variety for which so much was 
claimed for its superior excellence last year, 
and, so far as we have been able to ascertain, 
except upon the grounds of one gentleman, Mr. 
Ormsby Hite, this variety has entirely died out. 
So extensive was the loss of beds last year, that 
few plants could be procured for setting new 
beds the present spring. 

To guard against the effects of dro-jght, the 
ground between the plants should be kjpt mel- 
low, the weeds and grass kept ou., and the sur- 
face mulched with old tai.-bark or partially de- 
composed forest leaves or old straw. 

Our friend Cbas. A. Peabody, Esq., of Geor- 
gia, and other cultivators in the South have suc- 
ceeded in having an abundant supply of straw- 
berries for eight or ten months in the year, fi cm 
some of the common varieties among us, and 
the only secret of this is to select a light, sandy 
loam for the beds, near a str»am of water if 
possible, and, if not, where water is conveni- 
ent, keep the plants free from weeds, mulch 
them as be: a directed, keep the beds well 
watered f -om a garden engine or watering-pot, 
and cut the runners off as fast as they appe?r. 

Of the best varieties for cultivation, the 
method of setting the plants, &c, we shall have 
something to say in time for making new beds. 

Wc excuse ou selves for not saying any'thing 
on this subject till so late a period of the season 
on the ground that no reliable plants could be 
procured for forming new beds. 

The Weston Argus, of last Saturday, furnish- 
es some additional particulars of the lynching 
of a man named Phillips, on the 17th mst., in 
that town. Some of the citizens of Leaven- 
worth City, it seems, arrested Phillips, took him 
to the Missouri side of the siver, administered 
to him a coat of t r and feathers, rode him on a 
rail, and then he was put up at mock auction, 
and sold by a negro. 

The cause of tiiis outrage is thus stated: Phil- 
lips hart mcurrt-d the prejudice and displeasure 
of tbp people of Leavenworth City, by the pait 
which he took in the murder of Clarke, by Mc- 
Crer.. He hand d McCreathe pistol with which 
he sl ot Clark--; and added to this he is charged 
with being an active and enthusiastic agent of 
the Abolitionists, and swore to the protest 
against the validity of the election in the Leav- 
enworth district. Some time previous a public 
meeting req ie- ed Phillips to 1*avc the Territory 
—butt Li.* Ut failed to do. It. stead of leaving 
on the de.y appointed, he collected some forty 
Freesoiicrs and Abolitionists, and set them at 
defiance. Things continued thus till Thursday, 
when be was taken to Weston, and treated as al- 
ready stated. The people of Weston Lre free 
from all censure in this transaction, for they re- 
fused to participate in it. — St. Levis Republican. 

The pe«ple of Wefton, a Missouri lown, may 
be free from all censure for the transaction in 
question, but it is very st.ange that the mob, if 
they had no promise or encouragement of co-op- 
eratior. or support from Missouiians, took Phil- 
lips from Kmsas to a Missouri town before 
lynching him. Why didn't the lynchers do 
their lynching in Kansas? Why did they go 
over in'o Mi>souri to perpetrate an eutrage? 
Was it merely to reciprocate the outrages previ- 
ously committed in their Territory by Missou- 
rian^V Have some of the Missourians and some 
of the Kansas men agreed to establish a recipro- 
ci'y of outrag»3 — an interchange of deeds of ruf- 
fianism — a free-trade in b r uUlity and murder. 

We have seen no evidence that Mr. Phillips 
deserved lynchii>g. If, as is stated, he handed a 
pistol to M'-Rca when the latter had been nearly 
stunn -d by the blaw of a club, there is no rea- 
sonable presumption that he wished or expected 
the weapon to be used except in self-defence. 
If he swore to the protest against the validity of 
the election in the Leavenworth district, we have 
no doubt that he swore to a protest against the 
validity of an infamous fraud. If he made ac- 
tive exertions to prevent Kansas from becoming 
a slaveholdmg teinto y,ht did only what he had 
a perfect right to do under the Nebraska and 
Kansab Uw, iLe oiganic law of the territory. 
If, ou being wai ned by a public meeting to leave 
Kansas on a desig »ttd day, he collected a band 
of his frieo.'s o rtsist violence to his person, he 
did what w a right and commendable. As at 
present adviseJ, we regret that his friends did 
not stand by him when the crisis came and give 
a good account, or the mob.

The Largest Ship in the World. — The 
public is probably not aware that the largest 
ship in the world is in the course of construction 
for the United States Na*'y, by Mr. Steers, in 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard. She is the steam 
frigate Niagara. "She is," says the Tribune, 
'•truly the most graceful, satisfying work of art 
we have ever beheld, and, looking upon the 
faultless curves of her timbers,. and the fascina- 
ting sweep of her enormous hull, one feels as 
every artistic and thoughtful mind must some- 
times have done when gazing upon a sleeping 
inf ant or a bank of cumulous clouds in a sum- 
mer sky." The Tribune says further: 

The Niagara is, we learn, the largest of the 
five screw steam frigates which are now in pro- 
cess of construction for the Navy, and, as we 
have stated, the largest ship in the world; and 
we have no doubt that she will be as preeminent 
in beauty and in all the qualities which a ship 
should possess as she will be in size. 

The actual dimensions of this magnificent ves- 
sel are as follows: Tonnage 5,200; extreme length 
on deck 345 feet; load line 323 feet; extreme 
breadth 55 feet; depth of hold 31 feet; there are 
three decks besides the orlop. The armament 
will consist of 12 eleven-inch pivot guns to car- 
ry 170 lb shot and a charge of 15 lbs of powder. 
She is to be full ship-rigged, her mainmast being 
111 feet long and 3 feet 4 inches diameter; the 
main yard will be 55 feet and the mizzen spanker 
bcom 07 feet. 

The Nic^ara is constructed wholly of live oak. 
Congress appropriated one million of dollars for 
her construction, but her cost it is thought will 
not be over $900,000. 

NEWS ITEMS. 
Superiority of American Iron —It is clearly 
established, says the Buffalo Democracy, in spite 
of some of our professional office-seekers who 
have sought to give the English the prestige of 
m iking the best iron, that the American is bet- 
ter than the British. On the Reading road, 
where careful examinations have been recorded, 
and with a tonnage unsurpassed by any railroad 
on the globe, Zerah Colburn says it is found 
that American iron wears out but from one- 
thiru to one-half as fast as English iron. The 
average of six years' wear of 60 lbs. English rail 
was above 11 per cent annually. The average 
of four years' wear of the "Erie" (English) 
pattern wa3 10 per cent, annually. In Ameri- 
can rolled and pig iron the same general superi- 
ority is observable. The American pig is both 
harder and tougher. Some of the leading loco- 
motive builders will use no other than American 
on account of its superior hardness for cylin- 
ders, driving wheels, etc. For car wheel-, 
where the best iron is indispensable, American 
pig is used, we believe, exclusively. 

jyThe agricultural bureau of the Patent 
Office is not to be discontinued. 

Commodore H. E. Bullard, of the navy, 
died at Annapolis on Wednesday.

J^-The trial of Shackelford, in the U. S. 
circuit court at Frankfort for robbing the mail, 
resulted on Saturday in his acquittal. He was 
then put on trial upon another indictment foi 
deserting the mail. 

Another Warning to Fraudulent Claim Agents. 
The Commissioner of Pensions received a tele- 
graphic dispatch from th« chief clerk, S. Cole, 
at Rochester. New York, announcing the con- 
viction of A. B. Graham for frauds upon the 
Pension Office. He was sentenced by the U. 
States district judge to seven years' imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary. This makes the 
eighteenth prosecution to conviction and pun- 
ishment since Com. Waldo firFt assumed the 
duties of his office. 

i£^"The law of imprisonment for debt has 
besn abolished in Massachusetts. It is rather a 
late date of the Christian era for such an event 
to take place, but better late than never. 

A Frompt and Gallant Officer. — We have al- 
ready announced that the United States frigate 
Constitution, Commodore Mayo, was seen to 
the south w a d of Cuba, making for the port of 
Hiv?:ia. The Constitution was late the flag- 
ship cf the African squadron, and was under 
orders for home, after an absence of more 
than two years. When within about three hun- 
dred milts of Portsmouth, N. H. (her destined 
port), she boarded an American vessel and ob- 
tained a file of New York papers, in which it 
was stated that Commodore McCauleyhad been 
dispatched to the Gulf, in the San Jacinto, in 
great haste, and that a speedy collision with 
Spain was inevitable. The resolution of Com- 
modore Mayo, one of the bravest officers that 
ever walked a deck, was instantly taken. Be- 
lieving that his services might be needed, orders 
were immediately given to "bout ship," and 
soon old Ironsides was hastening to the aid of 
McCauley's little squadron. 

Lav in Kansas — D. J.Johnson, Esq., who 
is, we believe, one of the Judges of the United 
States courts in Kansas, in explaining the posi- 
tions taken by him in certain speeches, says: 
"At Weston, I stated there was no criminal law 
in force in Kansas Territory. At Leavenworth 
City, I stated that the old Territorial laws of 
Missouri were not in force, and if they were 
not in force, the common law was not, and if 
neither, then there was no adopted rule whereby 
men could be tried and punished for offences, in 
the Territory, save that rule based in the com- 
mon weal and enf reed by the strong arm of the 
people." — St. Louix Rep. 

A Cruel Design Frustrated — An attempt was 
made yesterday to drive a trotting mare twenty 
miles within sixty minutes, over the Centreville 
(L. I ) course. After accomplishing twelve 
miles in one or two minutes less than the p o- 
portion of time necessary to perform the task, 
the animal cast a shoe and was withdrawn, to 
the disappointment of a large number of sport- 
ing men. The poor animal was u good deal 
distressed, and was not likely to have performed 
the allotted task.— iV. F Courier. 



(|^- Two young men named James Wesley 
Durvant, of Cincinnati, and Benjamin Dodson, 
of New York, were drowned in the Miami river 
by the capsizing of a skiff on Saturday. 

Another Hurricane. — We hnd the follow- 
ing account of a hurricane which took place 
near Charlotte, Michigan, in a Detroit paper, 
taken from the Eaton Republican, without 
date. The hurricane strongly resembled that 
which, on Tuesday last, caused much havoc 
north of Chicago: 

As seen from Charlotte, it presented the ap- 
pearance of a huge moving column of smoke, 
reaching from the earth to the clouds, some- 
times appearing to sink to the earth, and then 
suddenly looming up again to the heavens. • It 
is described by those who saw it as a magnifi- 
cent spectacle. As near as the southern out- 
skirts of our village large quantities of green 
leaves came down from the air, and a little fur- 
ther south the fields are strewn with shingles 
containing nail holes, and giving ev ry evidence 
of having been torn from roofs; a heavy black 
walnut roof-board ten feet long and covered 
with shingles also came down into a neighboring 
field; judging from the large nails with which 
the board had been fastened it must have been 
wrenched from some roof with great violence. 
A large quantity of hail fell about a mile south 
of U6. The hailstones are reported to have been 
the size of hens' eggs and to have done consid- 
erable injury to fruit trees and cattle. We have 
heard of large quantities of forest trees that 
were torn up and of several buildings that were 
laid in ruins; of one man that was badly injured 
by the destruction of the house which he 
was in. 

P. S. — The tornado is described as beine 
shaped like a funnel with the smallest end 
down. It sp in and skipped over the earth like 
a huge top, sometimes passing quite distance of 
country without touching the ground, and then 
stooping to scatter rail fences, log houses, and 
saw logs, and to pull up large old forest trees 
with its playful point. We are informed that 
the house and barn of Mr. Gndley, of Kalamo, 
were destroyed, and Mr. Gridley badly in- 
jured. 



From the Rio Grande.— The True Ameri- 
can, published at Goliad, Texas, publishes the 
following: 

By the kindness of H. C. Davis, who left the 
Rio Grande on Monday last, we learn that an- 
other revolution has broke out in Mexico. About 
fifteen hundred soldiery had crossed the river, 
headed by Garza, ex Governor of Tamaulipas; 
Capestran, Caravajal, O. Campo, and J. M. Ca- 
nales. Their detention this long has been in 
consequence of their waiting the arrival of Ro 
bles from New Orleans, who was recently ban- 
ished from Mexico by Santa Anna. 

The following letter from the special corres- 
pondent of the American, at Brownsville, goes 
to authenticate the above statement: 

It is a notorious fact that another revolution 
will open in a few days under Gen. Caravajal, 
and the ball will commence at Camargo. Gen. 
Woll received a dispatch by courier yesterday, 
saying Caravajal was opposite Camargo with 
400 men, one-half Americans; but nobody be- 
lieves the lalter part of the report. The filli- 
busteros may get some Americans to join them 
from Corpus L'hristi, such as discharged team- 
sters and soldiers, but none from off this side of 
the Rio Grande. The Americans here have all 
seen the elephant. 

Night before last an entire company of sol- 
diers deserted from Matamoras to tnis side, but 
not one has been seen here. The whole matter 
has been thus far managed with masterly secre- 
cy. Heaven knows what the result will be; the 
Mexicans are queer geniuses in regard to revo- 
lutions, notwithstanding their natural love of the 
thing. Gen. Woll has thrown a great many cit- 
izens in prison who he suspects of being friend 
ly to iL

Bank Directors Indicted. — The act of As- 
sembly of 1853 provides that no director or oth- 
er officer of any bank in the State of Marylaur! 
shall borrow any money from the bank of which 
he is an officer, and if any director or other of- 
ficer shall be convicted upon indictment of, di- 
rectly or indirectly, violating this section, he 
shall be punished by fine and imprisonmeni at 
the discretion of the court 

We understand that, under the provisions of 
the above quoted law, the grand jury yesterday 
made presentment against Charles R. Taylor 
that he did borrow from the Bank of Commerce 
monev, while he was president and director of 
said bank, in violation'of sai;'. law; also against 
Frederick Schumacher and Thomas G. Little, 
tnat they did borrow from the Banlt of Com- 
merce money, while they were directors of said 
bank, in violation of law. 

The grand jury, we also understand, pre 
sented Charles R." Taylor and Frederick Schu- 
macher, on the charge that "they did conspire 
to defraud the Bank of Commerce of $4,500" 
(by borrowing money from the bank, it is sup- 
posed).— Bait. Patriot.

Lottery Swindle.— Two rascals have been 
doing a swindling lottery business in Cincinnati 
under the firms of J. F. West and Co. and O. M.

Thf y drew quite a large num- 
ber of customers; but the latter never received 
anything in return for their investments but let- 
ters of sympathy for their losses and recom- 
mendations to try their luck again.

Saut Ship Canal.— By the Detriot Tribune 
we learn that all that is now necessory to close 
up the contract for the building of the canal, is 
its acceptance by Engineer John T. Clark, of 
New York, who is detained by illness. Wl en 
the acceptance is signed, the State officers ar* 
to convey to the company patents of the lands. 
It is understood that the work has cost nearly 
double the estimate, or not far from one mill on 
of dollars. The Tribune gives the dimensions 
of the canal as follosw: 

Its length is one mile and an eighth, its width 
TOfeet, depth 12 feet, and of sufficient capacity 
to admit steamboats of 2,000 tons burden, or as 
large as the Western World, and larger than can 
pass up the St. Mary's river. This is sufficient- 
ly large tor all the trade that will be carried on 
through it for years if not for ages to come, 
though it may exceed the most sanguine expec- 
tations that have ever been formed of it. If 
ther»> were a ship canal round the falls of Nia- 
gara of equal capacity, and a few thousand dol- 
lars expended in improving the navigation of the 
St. Clair Flats and St. Mary's river, a steamer 
of 2,000 tons might make an uninterrupted pas- 
sage from Liverpool to Font du Lac, at the head 
of Lake Superior. Can the importance of such 
a work be over-estimated?

LATER FROM CALIFORNIA. 

Tha steamship George Law brirgs the Cali- 
fornia mails of May 1st, $1,324,025 in treasure 
on freight, and 817 passengers 

In the list of passengers will be noticed the 
name of Capt. Wm. Kennish. who returns from 
a survey of the Isthmus of Panama, from the 
Pacific to the Atrato river, for a canal route. 
He reports a successful termination to the en- 
terprise. 

The manifested treasure, it should be borne 
in mind, by no means represents the amount of 
exchange drawn on the east, or the money re- 
mitted. The bankers always prefer remitting 
paper, as long as they are assured of its valu*'; 
inasmuch as by so doing they save both freight 
and insurance. Thus government drafts, certifi- 
cates of deposit in New York, Eastern bank 
checks, &.c, &c. are eagerly sought after here 
at a premium of 1 to 2 per cent, but the remit- 
tance does not appear except on the books of 
the partifs interested. We are informed by 
Messrs. Lucas, Turner &. Co., that, by to-moi- 
row's steamer, they forward over $100,000 of 
such paper, and we doubt not that the other 
bankers also remit large amounts in the same 
manner.— Mta CaL, May 10. 

[Correspondence of the Journal of Commerce ] 

Aspinwall, 15th May, 1855. 

Since my last there is little news here. The 
Golden Gate arrived at Panama at 6 P. M., on 
Sunday, the 13th inst., bringing 935 pas engers, 
probably the largest crowd that ever left Cali- 
iornia. 

The entire mails, baggage, treasure and passen- 
gers reached Aspinwall about 2 o'clock on Mon- 
day, having come through in five hours from 
Panama, without the slightest accident. 

The "Golden Asre" has been brought up to 
Taboga from Quibo, and it is expected she will 
ae ready to resume her place in the service about 
the 1st or 15th of June. She almost sunk three 
different times coming up the Bay of Panama, 
owing to the pumps choking. 

Mosquitoes, sand-flies, rotten eggs, salt pork, 
and perspiration are the leading items of the day 
here. When they grow more scarce, and other 
luxuries more plenty, I shall have greater in- 
ducement to write you a more interesting letter. 

Tortuga. 

The Sea Bird brings intelligence from the 
Sandwich Islands of another Meiggs operation 
practiced there, in regard to whalemen's drafts, 
many of which, sold during the past season, 
have turned out to be torgeries. 

Our accounts from the mines are more than 
ever flattering and encouraging. 

The final adjournment of the California Leg- 
islature had been deferred till May 7th. 

A bill has passed the Assembly prohibiting the 
Chinese from holding or working claims in the 
mines; also to discourage persons who cannot 
become citizens. Provided that the mastei, 
owner or consignee of any vessel arriving in 
any of the ports of this State, from any foreign 
State, county or territory, having on board any 
persons, who are incompetent by the laws of 
the United States, or the laws and Constitution 
of this State, to become citizens thereof, are re- 
quired to pay a tax, for each such person, of 
fifty dollars. 

The Senatorial question still remains unset- 
tled, and California will remain partially unrep- 
resented for another year. 

The bill extending the Statute of Limitations 
five years, was signed by the Governor on the 
13th inst. 

The great Weber claim has been confirmed 
by the Board of Land Commissioners. The 
grant takes in the whole town of St cktun. The 
confirmation of this claim is regarded as one of 
vast benefit to that entire section of country. 

The Chinese have had a grand wooden sword 
and brickbat battle, at Weavervilie, in which 
one white man and several Chinese wer.- killed. 

Serious Occident. — Mr. George Harrington, 
formerly of Boston, Mass., was dreadfully hurt, 
near the mouth of Jim Crow Canon, on Wednes- 
day. He was prospecting some distance below 
the trail, from which a loose rock was started 
by a passing mule, striking him on the top of 
the head and fracturing and mashing la the skull 
shockingly. Dr. Chase found trepanning nec- 
essary to lift the broken skull from the brain. 
After the operation he showed signs of con- 
sciousness, but h.s recovery is despaired of. 

New gold placers in the vicinity of Stockton 
are creating some excitement. 

The Expedition to Nicaragua. — Col. Walker 
and expedition have not sailed. Arrangements 
are on foot, however, to give the Vesta a speedy 
disp ten. 

Another Monster Nugget.— The Sacramento 
Uiaon says, that on Thursday, Messrs. G. Lam- 
bert and A. Van Stavoren. found a lump of pu e 
gold on their claim on Kentucky Flat, near to 
Rough and Ready, which weighs seventy- two 
ounces and two pennyweights. 

Rain. — Five days of nearly incessant rain 
have given new life to the mining operations in 
the interior, while its effect upon the agricultu- 
ral sections of our State has been marked and 
healthful. 

Murder. — One night last week two gamblers, 
named Woodward and Smith, quarreled about 
the use of one of the wenches at a dance-house 
in Auburn. Woodward left, procured a gun, 
and returning to a window of the house, shot 
Smith dead. Woodward dropped the gun and 
made his escape. —Coloma Jr%us, 2&th ult. 

From the Sandwich Islands — We are 
placed in receipt of the Polynesian of the 7th of 
April, two weeks later than previous advices.
